The mining litigation of the 
future is coming from South-eastern 
Nevada, with which Carson is hourly 
coming more nearly connected by rail- 
road communication. Carson will soon 
become the competitive point both 
commercially and D igegeey More- 
over it is the capital of the State and 
will remain so,.Reno to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

It will be seen that the Indez vir- 
tually acknowledges that Reno is the 
better place for the buildings, but ad- 
monishes us to remember, however, 
that Reno is not the ‘‘ hub of the uni- 
verse;” but it has a bright future, and 
ranks to-day with the best town on the 
cvast. The little town is yet in her 
infancy, but is steadily growing in im- 
portance. The country north of here, 
say nothing about the large area of 
farming land in our immediate vicini- 
ty, will force Reno to take her place 
among the coast station, of supply, 
which will increuse- her population 
ten fold. It is, from its advantageous 
location, a natural railroad center, It

I never employed 
Chinese as against white labor. — 
the objections to them is, they wor 
for such small prices that white girls 
and servants cannot make an honest 
living. It appears that the Chinese 
take every possible source of labor 
from them. While this spplies par- 
ticularly to California, it is equally 
true of Nevada. They have their 
opium dens and sell opium and smoke 
it, fand when approached as crimi- 
nals, escape into their underground 
dens, which extend to mammotb pro- 
pertions and cannot be found. Their 
employment by me as laborers would 
be a great saving, but I do not employ 
them, and I am in for the removal of 
Chinese by eompulsion, They come 
to California under the auspices and 
servitude of the Six Companies, and 
every year they send home from $40-, 
000, to $45,000,000 to their people, 
and were it not that California is 
blessed with plenty and such 
large resources, she could not stand
